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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT^ 



Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 8th, 1900. 

To His Excellency^ Gov, A, D, Candler: 

In presenting this, my third annual report, since assum- 
ing the ofiSce of State Librarian, I take the liberty of re- 
viewing briefly some of the more important work accom- 
plished in my department during the past twelve months. 



My recommendation in reference to reprinting the earlier 
volumes of Georgia Reports upon which the copyright 
has^xpired wasenacted into law by the Legislature at its last 
session. Under the authority conferred by this act I have 
made a contract for reprinting Vols. 1 to 5, and the 
work is now well under way. Vol. 1 is now ready, and 
the other volumes will follow as rapidly as the presses can 
turn them out. Under a conditional contract, contingent 
upon an amendment to the act authorizing reprints of the 
earlier Georgia Reports, these volumes will contain cita- 
tions of all cases decided by the Supreme Court of Geor- 
gia up to and including Vol. 109 of the Georgia Reports ; 
also, cases found in Vols. 1 and 2 of the Georgia Decisions, 
the two Charltons, and Dudley ; also, United States Su- 
preme Court Reports, from Vol. 1 to Vol. 178. The 
value and scope of this work will be better appreciated 
t when I state that the annotations have been prepared by 

^ Judge Howard Van Epps, whose experience and ability as 

an annotator is well recognized in the field of legal author- 
ship. It will be seen, therefore, that the reprint volumes are 
thus rendered more valuable and serviceable than the orig- 
inal editions, and I am sure will find ready sale as they are 
issued from the press. Each volume reprinted will be stereo- 



typed, and in the course of a few years the State will have 
proprietary control of the entire series, and be in position to 
furnish complete sets of the Reports at comparatively small 
cost. The exorbitant prices charged for these out-of-print 
volumes heretofore, and the difficulty experienced in ob- 
taining them, is sufficient warrant for the step which the 
State has taken in bringing out reprint editions of these 
books, and offering them at prices that will place them 
within the reach of all. With the means at my command 
I hope to have eight or ten volumes reprinted during the 
coming year. 

For the better protection of the books on the shelves of 
the State Library, I suggest that the open book-cases now 
in use be fitted with glass doors. With open shelves it is 
impossible to preserve the books from the dust, the damage 
and deterioration resulting from this cause amounting to 
considerably more than the cost of the proposed improve- 
ment. The dust accumulates so rapidly in the large room 
set apart to the use of the Library that it is impossible to 
keep the books in cleanly condition, or to insure the pro- 
tection from abuse which their value demands. 



Until the past year printed editions of the Acts of the 
General Assembly have been limited to four thousand 
copies, and the large number required for free distribution 
to the Staters officers, members of the General Assembly, 
and for exchange with States and Territories, has left but 
few copies available to the general public. This has 
proved a serious hardship, especially to the members of the 
legal profession throughout the State, but few of whom 
have been able to obtain the current Acts with which to 
supplement the late codification of the laws of Georgia. 
Realizing the necessity for a larger edition, therefore, I 
had forty-five hundred copies of the Acts of 1899 printed, 
and assume that future editions will be quite large enough 
to answer all requirements. 



In liae with progressive library work, and with a view 
to rendering more e£Scient service in my department, I 
have adopted the card system of cataloguing^ and find it 
more convenient^ more economical, and in every way pref- 
erable to the usual printed catalogue required by law. 
This involves the saving of about JlOO each year, (which 
would be the cost of a printed catalogue), while for 
utility and serviceableness the card system is incomparably 
superior. By this arrangement new books are catalogued 
as they arrive, thus showing in convenient classification 
the latest editions of text-books and other works of refer- 
ence, and bringing the list right up to date. 



Since my last report I have collected and brought 
together in the Historical Room of the Library, for more 
convenient reference, the Colonial and Revolutionary 
records of New York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, Vermont, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, Virginia and North Carolina, making 
altogether a mass of exceedingly interesting historical 
matter. It will be noted that all of the original thirteen 
States, except South Carolina and Georgia, are represented 
in this collection. I am informed that South Carolina 
has ^a commission at work now collecting data and pre- 
paring material for a similar publication, having only a 
short time since paid J5,000 for a transcript of the Colo- 
nial Records of that State on file in the British Public 
Records Office in London. Thus it will be seen that, of 
the entire colonial sisterhood, Georgia is the only State 
that has not either printed these valuable records, or is pre- 
paring to do so. 

This is to be regretted for many reasons, not the least of 
which is the apparent disposition of the Georgia people, 
as manifested by their indifference, to underrate the value 
and importance of these records as a contribution to the 
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history of the State, and of the nation. It is to be hoped 
that our public spirit may be sufl&ciently arouned on this 
subject to induce an appropriation by the General Assem- 
bly for the purpose of beginning a similar work in Geor- 
gia.

This shows an increase in sales over last year of 
$486.99. 

This is the fund out of which the salaries of ex- 
Governor Candler and his assistants in his work are 
paid, and out of which the reprints of early Georgia 
reports are paid. Six volumes of this series have been 
received and paid for since my last report, the twenty- 
sixth volume being the last. The twenty-seventh vol- 
ume will be ready for delivery the early part of next 
month, and I think there will be sufficient funds on. hand 
to pay for it. This will leave only six other volumes to 
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be printed to complete this series up to volume 33 inclu- 
sive, where we will stop unless. there should be further 
legislation on the subject. This limit will be reached 
within the next year. The sales fund will then become 
sufficient to carry on the publication of the records be- 
ing compiled by ex-Governor Candler to completion. 
If that publication progresses in the meantime, there 
will have to be another independent appropriation suffi- 
cient to print two more volumes, or a temporary sus- 
pension of the publication will result, which ought not 
to occur. The last of the two volumes provided for at 
the last session of the Legislature is well advanced and 
will soon be ready for delivery. 

CODES. 

In the original publication of the Code ten years ago, 
under some modification of the contract with the prin- 
ters, the State accepted a large number of Codes un- 
bound. The number of the different volumes so ac- 
cepted was not uniform. Nearly all of volume 3 (Crimi- 
nal Code) was bound, and a smaller number of volume 2 
was delivered unbound than of volume i. 

Several months ago I discovered that the bound copies 
of volume i were about exhausted and called your at- 
tention to the fact that we would have to arrange for the 
binding of some of these volumes or practically suspend 
the sale of Codes. We concluded that it was best to 
have a sufficient number of volume i bound to meet the 
demands, and I accordingly contracted with Messrs. 
Foote & Davies for the binding of one hundred and fifty 
copies of volume i, which work they promptly exe- 
cuted, so that there was but slight interruption to sales. 

It was supposed when the contract was made that the 
binding could be paid for out of the sales fund, but up- 



on the coming in of the bill and a mdre^areful consider- 
ation of the matter it was concluded that thd bill could 
not be paid until the Legislature provides specifically 
for its payment. This amount is $84.50. As it will 
doubtless be necessary to have other volumes of the 
Code bound for purposes of sale before another meeting 
of the General Assembly, it is desirable that provision 
be made at the present session for the payment of the 
bill referred to, and similar ones, as the necessity arises. 

NEW CASES. 

The General Assembly, recognizing the crowded con- 
dition in the Library, as set forth in my last report, ap- 
propriated during its session of 1905 the sum of $6,- 
000.00 for the purchase and installation of new shelving. 

After the close of the legislative session the Library 
Committee, with the Governor as its chairman, took the 
matter up and advertised in Atlanta daily papers of Oc- 
tober 25 for sealed bids, outlining in a general way the 
character of shelves desired. In response to this three 
firms, through representatives, presented themselves at 
the Library on the appointed day, November 2, and sub- 
mitted to the Committee bids and specifications. Nat- 
urally there was no uniformity in estimated measure- 
ments of cases and spaces, and there resulted a proportion- 
ate diversity of estimates. On this account the bids of 
November 2 were rejected. 

Prof. T. P. Branch, of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, was appointed by the Governor to draw a new 
set of plans, a copy of which was sent to each of the 
competing firms with a request for bids upon the new 
plans. In this way all were placed upon the same foot- 
ing, and the Committee was enabled to justly judge o 
the relative worth and cost of each. 
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It also btQMmc the4tily of Prafessor Brapchctoinspect 
fttid endorse each step of the^w€>rk as it advanced. After a 
careful and thoxpugh injspection of the floor brace it was 
pronounced by him inadequate to the additional weight 
'which was contemplated. It now became evident that 
here would be an unexpected expense — not the expense 
alone of braces, but the expense of a new floor of greater 
elevation to cover them. 

A searching examination and test of submitted sam- 
ples resulted in so commending to the Committee the 
qualities of the equipment selected that there was no 
longer hesitation on that score. Of the several propo- 
sitions on stacks differing in quality, construction, or 
adjustment, the *'Greek bracket'* of the Library Bureau 
was adopted. 

The next step was to secure for the State the best 
contract possible. 

On February 8, 1906, the contract was signed with 
the Library Bureau, of Boston, the amount involved being 
$6,970.00, to be made in two payments. First payment 
to be made on the completion of the work in the amount 
of $2,750 ; second payment to be made January 10, 1907, 
in the amount of $4,220. 

The bid was reduced from $1.11 to $1.07 per lineal 
foot ; special terms were likewise made on accessories, 
such as electric lighting, tinting of the walls, etc. 

We found it possible to place, consistent with light 
and accessibility, 5,495 lineal feet of shelving upon the 
given floor-space. This, instead of merely doubling the 
capacity of the room, as estimated in my last leport, will, 
I find, accommadate considerably more than iredle the 
number of volumes previously housed therein. And 
this at far less cost to the State than would have been 
the case had a part of the work only been done now

The contract was deemed by the Committee a, good 
one for the State, and one distinctly to its advantage* I 
trust the Legislature at its session of 1906 will give the, 
stamp of its apprpval to the action of the Committee by 
making the additional appropriation necessary to cover 
the amount of the contract. We ask that this appro- 
priation be made $1,000.00, as a cork carpet for the 
aisles of the newly equipped wing is yet to be pur- 
chased. 

It is to be regretted that the work should not have 
been completed and the books placed upon the shelves 
before the meeting of the General Assembly. If the 
time specified in the contract had been adhered to, this 
would have been accomplished, but a strike in the fac- 
tories, as I have been informed, put a stop to all action 
for a time, and there was further delay caused by mis- 
carriage of some of the freight. . 

Since the work was fairly begun it has progressed 
with reasonable speed and in a satisfactory manner. It 
is suflSciently advanced at this time for adequate com- 
prehension of the completed work. 

The temporary placing in the main reading-room of 
the old cases containing State reports greatly mars the

Disposition of the old ca^es wiU be made , as follows : 
Three cases will be added to those in the west wing and 
the others will be placed in the balcciny rooms- above, 
with the exception of two cases which the Supreme 
Court have requested to have placed in its' library. 

Owing to the congested condition of the rooms where 
books are stored, I have found it impracticable to in- 
clude in this report a statement of the stock ctf books 
on hand for sale. , Upon the completion of the new 
cages this condition will be relieved, and the books be- 
longing to the Library proper, as well as those compris- 
ing stock, will be rearranged and made accessible.

To /xi^ Excellency Governor Smith: 

* It becomes my duty, in view of my appointment by you 
to succeed in office our late lamented Librarian, C. J. 
Wellborn, to present for your consideration the Libra- 
rian's report for the period covered by June i, 1907, to 
May 31, 1908, inclusive. 

ASSISTANTS. 

Dating from my appointment, April i, the Librarian 
has been furnished two assistants, Miss Marian Colley, 
of Washington, Ga., and Miss Carrie L. Dailey, of Mc- 
Donough, Ga., in place of one formerly allowed; this 
without increased appropriation. These young ladies 
come with high praise and endorsement from the libra- 
rians under whom they have served. 

The increase in stafif has effected an unprecedented 
amount of work in two months time, both as relates to 
books of the library proper and to stock, viz. : books pub- 
lished by the state and sold and distributed by the State 
Librarian. 

STOCK — INVENTORY. 



N In the basement order and system have been brought 

out of chaos. Books belonging to stock were in great 
confusion, each delivery of the printer adding to it. 

Three hundred and thirty-eight boxes have been packed, 
each box containing a given number of a certain volume ; 



the boxes have been numbered, marked with contents and 
stacked in triers four high in our storage-rooms, each 
box being readily accessible from which the packing-room 
may be resupplied when the given number of any volume 
with which it is stocked becomes exhausted. By deduct- 
ing sales, the exact number on hand of any given volume 
may be ascertained from the inventory. By this means, 
when the supply on hand of a report becomes reduced to 
insufficiency, the Librarian is aware of it and in position 
to have others printed before the supply is totally ex- 
hausted. 

This is the first accurate inventory by actual count that 
has been made in many years, and, if kept up, should pre- 
vent inroads being made on the number of Acts of Gen- 
eral Assembly required by law to be reserved by the Li- 
brary. 

I recommend that Georgia Reports be re- 
Reports. printed in smaller editions than five hundred, 
for the following reasons : not only is our stor- 
age-room taxed to the utmost, but there is an overflow in 
the hallways of the basement, which is necessarily more or 
less exposed to deteriorating influences. Again, there is 
:omparatively small demand for these reports after the 
first edition, and the state would, I believe, be the gainer 
in the end, if fewer copies were struck off at a time. 

The reprinted edition of 500 copies, on an. average, lasts 
seventeen years. Economically speaking, is it not worth 
more to the state to retain the much-needed floorTspace 
which such an edition occupies and to ba spared the re- 
sponsibility of housing and caring for it, or any part of 
it, for so long a period of time ? The rule should apply 
also to Georgia Appeals Reports when it becomes advis- 
able to reprint them. 

The first volume of decisions of our new Court of Ap- 
peals appeared early in August, 1907; volume 2 has also 
been published during the current year. 



Since the beginning of my services as Librarian, it has 
been necessary to reprint volumes 88, 89 and 90 Georgia 
Reports. Volumes 88 and 89 have been delivered in the 
usual edition of 500 each. Volume 90 has been delayed 
by a missing box of plates. After the lapse of so many 
years it is difficult to say whether the printer or the state 
is responsible for the loss. 

Inventory of the Acts of the Legislature has 
Laws, progressed from date back through 1889. It v^ill 
be completed and included in my next report. 
Of those counted, Acts 1903 are reduced below the 
number required by law to be reserved. To prevent such 
infringement in future, I am separating "reserve" from 
"stock." The former will be deposited in the east balcony 
of the Library, while salable stock will be confined to the 
basement, with exception of a limited supply kept in the 
Library from which to meet occasional sales of one or two 
volumes. 

In my judgment the number required to be reserved is 
greater than the need and unnecessarily encumbers the Li- 
brary, in view of which 1 1 recommend that section 170, 
volume I of the Code of 1895 be amended to the effect 
that iif ty copies only be reserved. 

Copies of early Acts in pamphlet should be bound for 
their protection and preservation. 

The law provides that 500 copies each of 
Journals. House and Senate Journals be printed, none 
of them being for sale; it further provides 
that the Librarian "keep on hand, for the use of the Li- 
brary at least ninety-five copies of such journals" (Sec. 
166, Vol. I, Code of 1895). 

I recommend that said section be amended by substitut- 
ing the word "fifty" for the word "ninety-five." The num- 
ber required at present for free distribution and exchange is 
425 copies. Making allowance for increase in the number 
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so required and placing in reserve fifty copies, there re- 
mains on hand twenty-five copies or less. I recommend 
that said remaining copies be for sale. 

In view of the fact that there are in the base- 
Codes. ment storage-rooms more than 2,000 unbound 
and unsewed copies each of volumes I and II of 
the Code of 1895 (all of volume III being bound), I ad- 
vise that from an economical viewpoint, it would behoove 
the State to authorize a supplement to the Code rather 
than a complete new Code. 

Volume XVII Colonial, and volumes 
State Records. I and II Revolutionary Records have re- 
cently been received from the printer. 
Ex-Governor Candler, compiler, has secured the privilege, 
by courtesy of Mr. DeRenne, of Savannah, of publishing 
volume III of Stephens' Journal, which will appear at an 
early date as a Supplement to volume IV Colonial Rec- 
ords. Governor Candler recommends in his official re- 
port for the current year that his work be published in 
editions of 500 instead of 1,000, in which recommenda- 
tion I heartily concur. 

During the year covered by this report the following 
amounts representing sales have been received and depos- 
ited in the State Treasury, with exception of the sum in- 
volved in the Neal Bank failure, on which a twenty per 
cent, payment was made March 23 :

There are a number of subscribers outside the 
JPrices. State to our reports and laws, most of them be- 
ing law-book publishers or dealers who retail 
them. This class of patrons require that transportation 
charges be prepaid, this being the cheaper method. The 
exact charges can rarely be estimated, and it becomes nec- 
essary to mail a bill after shipment has been made. They 
require also that defective volumes ^be made good, as in- 
deed they should, without expense to them. It not in- 
frequently occurs in such cases that charges both ways 
fall upon the state, with ultimate reimbursement from the 
printer but into a different fund. 

In view of the above, I recommend that for sale out- 
side the state a higher price be set upon reports and laws 
than for sale within the state, the same to cover delivery 
within the United States. 

The Library is encumbered with worn-out 
Worn-out copies of our state publications returned as 
Books. unfit for use by officials entitled to them, for 

which other copies are substituted. May the Li- 
brarian not be vested with authority to sell at second-hand 
price, discard or rebind such volumes, thus ridding the 
shelves of wholly useless and unsightly material ?

Rare Copies, nals of Georgia are rare. In a number of 

instances the Library owns two or three 
copies only, in others but one, To preserve the legal his- 
tory of our state these early records should be safe-guard- 
ed. For this purpose, I recommend that an appropriate 
bookcase be built in the main reading-room of the Library. 

There hangs in the Library an exceeding- 
Early Map. ly rare and valuable '*Map of the State of 

Georgia, prepared from actual surveys and 
other documents for Eleazer Early in 1818 by Daniel 
Sturgis." It shows the state east of the Ocmulgee and 
north of the Altamaha divided into counties ; the western 
half occupied in the north by the Cherokees and in the 
south by the Lower Creeks. Hanging on the walls of our 
public schools in grades where history or geography are 
studied, such a map would be of exceeding benefit to 
teachers and pupils. For this purpose I recommend that 
facsimile copies of this map be made. 

That steps be taken by the state towards the 
County preservation of county records is a timely sug- 
Records, gestion of the Atlanta D. A. R.'s. I am ad- 
vised that some of these records are in so poor 
a state of preservation that unless rescue work is promptly 
begun they can not be saved. Others are inappropriately 
housed and in danger of destruction by fire, theft and ver- 
min. Would it not be advisable for a reprint to be made 
of these records for use of the counties interested and the 
manuscript copies to be deposited in the State Library at 
the capitol, forming what might be known as a manuscript 
department.

I recomm.end that the state lend aid and encouragement 
to her educational institutions by sending them, free of 
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charge, such of her official publications, Exclusive of court 
decisions, as they may desire and be in position to take 
care of. 

It is the policy of the Library to keep legal 
State authorities up to date by buying new edi- 

University, tions as issued. What to do with old edi- 
tions is a problem faced by all law libraries. 
Some old editions are of decided value and should not lose 
their place upon the shelves, while others are altogether 
superseded by later editions and become an encumbrance. 
These old editions are as desirable for study purposes as 
later ones, though for the Bench and Bar it is necessary 
to provide the most recent modifications and applications 
of the principles of law. I recommend that the Librarian 
be given authority to send to the Library of the State Uni- 
versity such old editions as may be acceptible there and 
are not needed in the State Library. 

GIFTS. 

The Library gratefully receives books of merit on what- 
ever subject, but especially does it desire and earnestly 
, solicit books written by Georgians or about Georgia. As 
a matter of state pride will not public-spirited citizens who 
appreciate the value of such a collection of books cooper- 
ate with the Librarian in an efifort to assemble and pre- 
serve them.

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APPROPRIATION. 

The $3,000 appropriated by the Legislature for the an- 
nual purchase of books for the State Library, and for the 
Supreme Court Library, "and for such articles and sup- 
plies as may be needed by the Supreme Court in the con- 
duct of its business*' is an inadequate sum. 

Five hundred and twenty-five dollars a year is required 
to cover subscriptions to series and law periodicals. 

The purchase of a costly work, such as the Colonial 
Laws of Georgia, 175 5- 1770, compiled by Mr. Cole, of 
Washington, D. C, can be made only at the sacrifice of 
some other department of the library. 

If $500 were added, making the annual appropriation 
$3,500, results would be materially improved.

EXCHANGES. 

Through a courtesy long established, there is an inter- 
state exchange of documents. The State Library is the 
legal home of these documents. In them is contained a 
.great mass of legal, statistical, scientific and economic 
material of great value and importance — especiall)^ to the 
Legislature in the consideration of measures already 
threshed out by other States, and for purposes of com- 
parative legislation. 
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For years this library has received from many of her 
sister States — from all of the older and better organized 
ones — such documents in addition to their reports and 
laws. These libraries have continued faithful to the task 
of sending, although Georgia has not reciprocated, save in 
isolated instances ; usually upon application to the depart- 
ment itself. 

The states who send to us their official publications, 
and some who are not yet able* to extend this courtesy, 
desire to receive similar material from us. At last year's 
conference of the National Association of State Libraries, 
"States delinquent in exchange" was the chief subject 
considered. 

It must be remembered that many of the States do an 
active reference work in connection with the Legislature, 
and it is upon these documents, in addition to session laws 
and journals and clippings, that they chiefly depend. To 
be sure, every well regulated State library should lend 
every aid possible to legislators and legislative commit- 
tees, but it is not every State library that is equipped with 
funds to specialize in such work. 

Another consideration in supplying .the other States 
with our official publications is that our own citizens so- 
journing there may have ready access to them. 

For exchange shipments to be regularly and systemati- 
cally made, there should be a legalized exchange officer. 
Departments should deposit with such officer a specified 
number of each of their reports and bulletins as issued for 
said purpose. 

I recommend that the State Librarian be made by legis- 
lative enactment the exchange officer for Georgia, and that 
sixty-five copies of every official publication be delivered 
to said officer for exchange purposes and for library use.

Volumes 133, 134 Georgia Eeports and 6, 7 Geor- 
gia Appeals Eeports have been published during the 
year. Volumes 1, 3, 70, 71, 72, 73, 76, 91 have been 
reprinted, and plates for volume 67 were delivered 
June 7 to the State Printer. 

This work of reprinting progresses with most un- 
satisfactory slowness, with the result that there are 
many orders on the waiting list for volumes out of 
stock, the plates for which have not yet been deliv- 
ered to State Printer, owing to the delay in the 
completion of vol. 67. 

As provided for by bill approved August 13, 1910, 
250 sets of Georgia Reports, vols. 35-65 inclusive, 
annotated edition, have been purchased from the 
Michie Company, Charlottesville, Va. 125 sets of 
each of these volumes have been delivered; the re- 
maining 125 sets are to be delivered as specified in 
the contract. 

Two sets each of these volumes have been deliv- 
ered to Ordinaries of new counties as provided for 
in Sec. 173 of the Code of 1895. 

AOTS. 

Acts 1910 were delivered by the State Printer in 
November, Journals having been previously deliv- 
ered. We began shipping to the counties at once.

There have been added to the Library during the 
year by purchase, exchange, and gift, exclusive of 
United States publications and pamphlets, 1,715 
books, the most important accession being the State 
Reporters, published by West Publishing Company. 
The books referred to had formed a valuable part of 
the library of Messrs. Hall and Wimberly, of Macon, 
Ga., and were secured for the State Library through 
the Harrison Co. of this place at a cost greatly re- 
duced from the original purchase price. 

It is doubtful if, in the history of the Library, 
there has ever been made so valuable an accession 
at one time. To keep up continuations of these 
serials it is absolutely essential that more money 
be provided. I earnestly hope the Legislature will 
not overlook this pressing need. 

IMPBOVESflENTS NEEDED. 

Again, I respectfully call attention to our floor 
needs. Estimates covering treatment of the Library 
floor by several different methods will be submitted 
at the next meeting of the Legislature. 



UNITED STATES DOCUMENTS. 

During the year the Library, as a Designated De- 
pository, has received all publications of the Govern- 
ment. The accession of these has been carefully 
recorded and they have been so arranged that any 
desired book or pamphlet can be supplied without 
delay. 

Tjhe work of checking over and marking the 10,000 
books in this department has been finished and, as 
our file now stands, it is well nigh complete and very 
valuable, as it contains many old and rare books that 
probably cannot be had elsewhere in the State. 

A number of undesired and useless duplicates have 
been returned to Washington and want lists of books 
which may be obtained free and will add to the use- 
fulness of this collection have been filed with the 
proper authorities, to be filled as the books become 
available. 

Material of importance and authority on almost 
every subject — ^legal, historical, scientific, and eco- 
nomical — is to be found in this collection, and, for 
the first time in the his^tory of the Library, these 
books, owing to their rearrangement and classifica- 
tion, and to the thorough understanding of the Gov- 
ernment catalogues listing them that the staff now 
has, have become indispensable for the general 
reference work of the Library. 

LEGISLATIVE BEFEBENCE WORK. 

The greatest work ever undertaken in the State 
Library field is legislative reference. Primarily, the 
object of this specialization is to collect and sys- 



tematically arrange data for the use of members of 
the General Assembly. 

Common sense tells us that it is a physical and 
mental impossibility for a man to thoroughly investi- 
gate unaided the vast multitude of measures on as 
great a variety of subjects as come up for considera- 
tion at each meeting of the Legislature. 

Wisconsin led the way by establishing a Legisla- 
tive Reference Department in 1901, and the States 
of Alabama, California, Indiana, Michigan, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota, Connecticut, Texas, Rhode 
Island, Washington, Pennsylvania, New York, Iowa, 
Kansas, Montana, Ohio, and Oregon have followed 
her example, differing to some extent in the method 
employed, but each having the ultimate purpose of 
placing within easy reach of the legislator abundant 
information along the line of past legislation, pend- 
ing legislation, and prospective legislation. 

The expense involved is the only objection that 
can possibly be raised to establishing such a depart- 
ment in our State Library, and, when one considers 
the benefit that would accrue to the law-makers and 
the people alike and the great saving of time and, 
therefore, of money, it becomes a vital economy 
rather than an expense. 

The work contemplated is in no wise a new under- 
taking, but simply an evolution of an original func- 
tion of the State Library. Most of the material is 
already ♦on hand or may be had on exchange account 
from the various states or as a Depository from the 
United States government. All that we need is some 
one to search out the material and arrange it in such, 
a way that it will be readily available.

We made a practical demonstration, in a small 
way, for the session of 1910 which met with much 
favorable comment. It is my purpose in 1911 to 
work more extensively along this line, although, at 
best, it must be slight on account of my small force 
and no means for employing extra help. 

I shall ask the Legislature for a small sum annu- 
ally as a beginning for this work and, if at the end 
of the first year, the members do not feel that they 
have more than gotten the worth of it back, I shall 
be content to have the appropriation discontinued. 

I invite your attention to appended lists and 
tables.

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The above total in dollars and cents shows an in- 
crease over last year 's figures of $7,783.56, and is the 
largest sum resulting from sales made by the State 
Librarian in any year within my knowledge. 

CODES. 

The main cause of the increase in the number of 
books sold, number distributed free, and the amount 
of money received from sales, was the publication 
January 15, 1911, of the new Georgia Code. 

The edition embraced ten thousand copies or sets 
of two volumes each, and was delivered, as required 
by law, to the State Librarian. 

Distribution to public officers, entitled by law to 

receive the Code free of cost, was promptly begun. 

The number of copies required by each county varies 

from eight to forty- six, averaging about twenty-five 

sets to the county. These shipments were made by 

freight. Receipts showing local distribution of each 

county's quota were required of the ordinaries of 
the respective counties and are on file in the State 

Library. 

About fifteen years ago the Code of 1895 was pub- 
lished. For economical reasons the State arranged 
with the printer to deliver a relatively small number 
of volumes 1 and 2 unbound, the same to be preserved 
in orderly packages, readily available for binding. 
From time to time in the past few years this reserve 
has been drawn from and, in the year covered by this 
report, it became necessary to have bound twenty- 
four copies of vol .1 and an equal number of copied 
of vol. 2. There remains on hand a thousand or 



more of the packages above described, containing 
the loose nnsewed leaves of vols. 1 and 2. Although 
stored with reasonable care in one of our basement 
storage rooms, they have accumulated much dust 
and dirt, causing some of the packages to literally 
fall apart. 

It appears to me that the retention of one hundred 
and fifty or two hundred copies would be amply suffi- 
cient to meet all future needs for said volumes and 
that the remaining numbers should be discarded. I 
ask to be directed in this matter. 

ACTS. 

The State Printer began delivering to us Acts 1911 
about September the first. 

Journals of the House were received the latter 
part of September and Senate Journals were de- 
livered late in October. 

The regular county shipments were necessarily 

delayed on account of the belated delivery of the 

Journals. Therefore, to relieve pressing needs in 

each county, an advance copy of Acts was sent, via 
express, to the Ordinary of each county. 

BEPOBTS. 

During the year have been published two volumes 
of decisions of our Supreme Court, vols. 135, 136; 
and one volume of decisions of our Court of Ap- 
peals, namely, vol. 8, in editions of fifteen hundred 
each. Elsewhere in this report is shown the num- 
ber of copies sold of each volume. 

To replenish exhausted stock the following vol- 
umes were reprinted : 67, 69, 74, 75, 84, 85, 87, 127, 



in editions of five hundred each, as provided in sec. 
185, vol. 1, Code 1910.

BECOMMENDATIONS. 

We have passed through another winter with bare 
floors and insuflScient heat. 

Some of the coldest days find the Library ther- 
mometer registering less than 48 degrees, and it is 
rare indeed from the beginning to the close of winter 
that the room is comfortably warm. 

Not the Library only, but the entire Capitol build- 
ing, is unsatisfactorily heated. 

If the Legislature would provide for the installa- 
tion throughout the building of steam heat, which 
might readily be brought in from the city plant, and 
the abolishment of the present hot air system, the 
remedy would be complete. 

For the floor of the Library I repeat my recom- 
mendations of 1911 and 1910, viz: that the present 



Hnsightiy condition be relieved by laying a hard 
wood floor or by covering the present floor with a 
heavy cork carpet or linoleum.

Volumes 9 and 10 Appeals and 137 Georgia were 
published during the year, in the usual editions of 
fifteen hundred each. 

The following volumes were re-printed in editions 
of five hundred each : 78, 93, 95, 96, 97, 98, 117, 126, 
128, 129, 130. 

Several other volumes, plates for which have been 
delivered to the State Printer for re-printing, are at 
this time wholly out of stock. 

Volumes 19, 25, 29, and 30, originally unbound, 
have been bound in lots of fifty each for the purpose 
of filling orders. 

ACTS. 

Acts 1912 were delivered by the printer in October, 
beginning on the seventh and completing the delivery 
of fifty-five hundred copies on the thirty-first. 

The volume, consisting of 1664 pages, though 
slightly smaller than the 1911 volume, easily ranks 
as one of the largest and heaviest volumes ever 
issued. The volumes naturally grow in bulk from 
year to year as legislation increases. 

The Public Laws as a rule constitute less than one- 
fourth of the bound volume, and there is much more 
demand for public than for private laws. 

Therefore I desire to suggest for your considera- 
tion the advisability of binding the Public Laws and 
the Private Laws in separate volumes. It is my 
opinion that this method would be far more satis- 
factory to all users of the books and also that it 
would prove more economical for the State, since the 
volume of Public Tiaws should sell at a price equal 



to that placed upon the complete volume, while the 
volume containing the Private Laws might be pub- 
lished in a very much smaller edition and fully meet 
the demand. 

Many of the states have adopted such a method 
with apparently satisfactory results. 

CODES. 

A resolution was passed by the Legislature in 1912 
directing the State Librarian to discard all above 
five hundred copies of the Code of 1895. The resolu- 
tion has been complied with. The discarded volumes 
consisted of the unbound and unsewed leaves of said 
volumes, many of which were soiled or injured and 
some wholly missing from their proper place. 

STATE RECORDS. 

In July, 1912, the manuscripts of twenty-three 
volumes of Colonial Records and Confederate Rec- 
ords in as many sealed packages were delivered into 
my hands for safe keeping, subject to direction by 
the Governor and the Legislature.

AOOESSIOKS. 

Eight hundred and seventy-five books, exclusive of 
pamphlets and United States Government publica- 
tions, have been added to the Library during the 
year. 

From Secretary MacVeagh of the United States 
Treasury Department, a collection of Confederate 
notes has been received, accompanied by a letter 
stating that the notes referred to had come into the 
hands of the Federal Government during the late 
Civil War and were returned to Georgia as an item 
of historic interest to the State. 

The notes received have been framed under glass 
and placed upon the wall of the State Library, con- 
stituting an interesting, as well as, ornamental ex- 
hibit. 

PUBLIC DOCUMENTS. 

From the United States Government and from the 
various State governments the usual supply of Fed- 
eral and State documents have been received. 

The appended lists of accessions show that a large 
proportion of the books received are derived from 
these two sources. 

OLD EDITIONS. 

On recommendation of the Supreme Court, old 
editions of law text books, aggregating seven hun- 
dred volumes, were sent to the Law Library of the 
University of Georgia for the use of the faculty and 
students. 

Should need arise in future for any of the books 
so disposed of, they may be recalled. 
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IMPB0VEMEKT8. 

In compliance with a recommendation of my last 
report, the Legislature appropriated the sum of 
$1,534.50 for the purchase and laying of cork tile 
on the floor of the Library. 

The work of laying the tile has been completed. 
It looks well, is said to possess great durability, while 
the elasticity of the cork renders it pleasant to the 
step. 

The walls and ceiling of the Library have been re- 
tinted, a new linoleum laid on the floor of the west 
stack, shades in lieu of dust-accumulating blinds 
have been placed at the windows, steam radiators 
installed, and more lights provided. 

Incident to these improvements was the moving 
out and back again of several thousand books and 
several heavy cases. Unavoidable disorder and dis- 

• 

comfort prevailed during the process, which were 
barely overcome by the close of the year. The more 
comfortable environment brought about by the reno- 
vations will make work in this department during 
tho coming year a pleasure.

ESTABLISHMENT OF STATE UBRABY. 

The reference from the representative branch 
of the Legislature, requesting an inquiry into the 
expediency of establishing a State Library at the 
seat of government, has been under the considera- 
tion of the Committee. The convenience, benefit 
and usefulness of an extensive and well-selected 
library at the seat of government, seem too obvious 
to admit of doubt. The want of one is a reproach 
which should no longer exist. Profitable, useful 
and efficient legislation can only obtain where the 
lawmakers are intimately acquainted with the oper- 
ation of the laws, and the objects to be obtained by 
them. The first is the result of experience, the lat- 
ter by a careful examination of the enactments of 
contemporaries and predecessors. The last can be 
acquired alone by the legends of memory or the 
records of history. The morality of men changes 
as circumstances and occasions vary. Wise and suc- 
cessful legislation must not only be controlled by 
these circumstances, but also by an intimate ac- 
quaintance with all the principles involved in these 
(their) circumstances. In a government like ours, 
dependent for its permanency and freedom on the 
moral sentiment of the governed, it does seem to 
be a position self-evident, that the legislators and 
governors should always be in the possession of 
the means which can carry into operation most ben- 
eficially those principles of human action which fos- 
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ter and protect the eomraon weal. This object can 
be materially advanced by a well-selected library, 
which would not (only) afford facility and fitness 
in legislation, and the executive part of the gov- 
ment, but likewise a beneficial amusement to the 
legislators and other officers of the government. It 
is believed that Georgia is the only one of the orig- 
inal Confederacy, and the only one except three of 
the twenty-four States, which does not profit by the 
benefits and facilities of a State Library, or an in- 
stitution of equivalent advantages. 

The Committee report a bill to establish a State 
Library.

NEED OF BEDUCINa THE SIZE OF EDITIONS. 

In the basement of the Capitol, in the custody 
of the State Librarian, are stored more than 100,000 
books published by the State of Georgia and held 
for sale and other distribution authorized by law. 

The stock comprises Supreme Court Reports, 
Appeal Reports, Codes, Compilations, Acts, Jour- 
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nals and Colonial, Eevolutionary and Confederate 
Eecords, and increases at the rate of several thou- 
sand volumes per year. 

Twenty-nine thousand books, published by the 
State, were received by the State Librarian during ' 
the year 1913 ; as an offset to this, 17,53'5 were sent 
out by this department in the same interval of time. 

Facilities for caring for these books are deplor- 
able, and the policy followed in publishing them 
cumbersome ; hundreds have been lost from mildew, 
bookworms and other ravages of time and local 
conditions. Besides, the State ties up money .need- 
lessly by publishing books in over-large editions. 

The problem can be solved, first, by reducing the 
size of editions as follows : 

Reports (reprint) reduce from 500 to 200 

State Eecords reduce from 500 to 800 

Acts reduce from 5500 to 5200 

Journals reduce from 500 to 450. 

Second, by installing in the basement storage 
rooms a system of bins, which, if built in accord- 
ance with measurements and diagram submitted, 
will take care of some 70,000 books. This construc- 
tion, together with the shelves which are in the ship- 
ping room, win accommodate in correct sequence 
the entire stock. 

This accomplished, it will not be difficult to pro- 
vide for future growth as the need arises. 



LEQISU^TIVE BEFEBENCE WOBK. 

For several years the State Library has made 
an effort to do as much preliminary legislative ref- 
erence work as a small staff and no funds would per- 
mit. 

In 1910 and 1911 a circular letter was mailed 
to members a few weeks in advance of the meeting 
of the Legislature, offering to investigate and collect 
information and data on such subjects as they con- 
templated bringing before the Legislature. The of- 
fer was appreciated by those who availed them- 
selves of it, and there were several instances of most 
gratifying results. 

The wide scope of the Library's collection of 
State Documents, representing with more or less 
completeness every State in the Union, could be 
made to yield a rich harvest to legislative investiga- 
tion if money were provided for their indexing. 

The legislator, on the eve of drafting a bill, needs 
all the information that exists on the subject of his 
bill. He should be placed in full possession of the 
history of similar bills that may have been intro- 
duced in the Legislature of his State. In case some 
one of these bills passed and became a law he should 
find out whether or not the law proved efficient, and, 
in the event of its repeal, the reasons therefor. He 
should be further informed as to the enactment and 
practical working of similar measures in other 
States. 

It has been generally conceded that a special 
fund is required for developing and carrying on the 
class of work above outlined. 
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Tliirty-four States and immmerable municipali- 
ties have embraced the Legislature Reference Bu- 
reau idea and incorporated it in their systems. 

At the 1913 session of the Legislature a resolu- 
tion was passed calling for a commission to report 
in 1914 upon the advisability of creating such a de- 
partment in our State Library. In anticipation of 
the inquiry and interest that the report will occa- 
sion all the laws in this connection have been assem- 
bled, digested and annotated to date, together with 
oflBcial reports and critical evaluations of the serv- 
ice. 

It is our hope and desire that the members will 
allow us the privilege of making a showing that will 
give some idea of what this service might be, and 
it is urged that, whenever it seems likely that the 
Library force can be of the smallest assistance in 
locating or following up any reference, that a call 
or request be unhesitatingly made.

IBCPBOVED CONDITION IN STOCK BOOMS. 

Facilities for caring for the Staters publications 
that are stored in the basement for sale and distri- 
bution have greatly improved with the building of a 
series of bins having a capacity of housing some 26,- 
000 books. These bins are satisfactory as far as they 
go, but double the present number are needed ; even 
then, with all the old shelving in use, several thou- 
sand books would have to remain in boxes as de- 
livered by the State printer. 

However, I will say that the stock in the base- 
ment is in better shape at the present time than it 
has been in several years.

FUBTHEE DI8TBIBUTZ0N OF THE OODE. 

Proceeding on the idea that the laws of a State 
should be made readily available to the people, and 
acquaintance with them encouraged, I have recom- 
mended that the Legislature provide for placing a 
copy of the present Code in every public library in 
the State, provided the library receiving same is will- 
ing to pay transportation charges. We have on hand 
a stock of approximately 4,000 copies of the Code of 
1910, out of an edition of 10,000 copies delivered to 
me by the State printer in January, 1911. Such dis- 
tribution as is here recommended would enable citi- 
zens to inform themselves on any point of law, and 
at the same time would not cripple the State's sup- 
ply, so far as any future demand for the Code can 
reasonably be estimated. 

STATE CONSTITUTION. 

Many demands come from students and in- 
structors for the State Constitution of Georgia in 
pamphlet. In one of our High Schools alone one 
hundred copies were desired. To meet this legiti- 
mate demand for educational purposes, I recommend 
that the Legislature provide for issuing in pamphlet 
the State Constitution with amendments to date to 
be sold at actual cost of production, which investi- 
gation indicates would be about twenty-five cents 
($.25) per copy. 

FUBUO DOCUMENTS. 

Much work has been in the States' Public Doc- 
uments Eoom, and the problem there presented has 
not yet been solved to my satisfaction. 




In exchange for Georgia departmental reports 
and bulletins, which the State Librarian is charged 
annually with sending to the several States, this Li- 
brary receives in exchange all similar publications 
issued by the other States. In view of limited shelf 
space as well as help, it is important that this rapidly 
growing and valuable collection should not be al- 
lowed to duplicate itself in any part. To this end 
the method of publication pursued in each State is 
being investigated and wherever a report is issued 
in more than one form only the form best suited to 
the uses of this Library will be accepted. For ex- 
ample, in several States the administrative reports 
appear as * ^separates ' * soon after their presentation 
and from two to four years later they are again sent 
to us in volumes labeled Public Documents. 

The value of this file depends to a great extent 
upon its being kept weeded down to a state of prac- 
tical usefulness. 

NUMBER OF BOOKS IN THE UBBAET. 

There were 1,158 accessions, exclusive of pam- 
phlets, during the year. 

The total number of books in the Library is 
about 65,000. 

Adding to this the number of Acts, Jour- 
nals, and departmental reports, required by law to 
be kept by the Librarian as a reserve, we have from 
90,000 to 100,000 volumes. 

The foregoing figures, of course, have no relation 
whatever to the stock held in the basement for sale 
and distribution, numbering in itself considerably 
over 100,000 volumes.

OBOBOIAKA. 

Near the close of the year the Library of Con- 
gress catalog cards for Georgia books were or- 
dered for this library. 

The cards received to date number some nine 
hundred and form a valuable accession to the Li- 
brary, since, in addition to indexing our collection 
of Georgia material, they constitute a complete bib- 
liography of all books, pamphlets and published ar- 
ticles relating to the State, which will be invaluable 
as an aid in the future development of this depart- 
ment of the Library.

BEPAIB OF SHEEP-BOUND BOOSft. 

All law librarians are a^jquainted, to their sorrow, 
with the tendency of *' sheep'' to scale and crumble 
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and split. In this connection a most gratifying 
transformation has been wrought in sections of the 
State Library and incidentally the State has been 
saved several hundred dollars by having these bind- 
ings rescued before they were so far gone as to 
render early rebinding a necessity. 

The mending is almplished by means of strips 
of adhesive cloth in the same shade as the leather, 
while the * treatment'' imparts a glazed surface to 
the worn and crumbling leather which better enables 
it to resist the inroads of dust and dirt, at the same 
time enriching its color and causing a sadly worn 
and dilapidated section of books to present quite a 
handsome appearance. 

Several thousand books in the Library are in 
need of similar treatment. 

LEOISItATZVE BEFEBENCE DEPABTMBNT. 

At the last session of the Legislature the follow- 
ing law was passed and approved by the Governor 
on August 12, 1914. 

^'Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same. That from and after the pas- 
sage of this Act there shall be established and con- 
ducted in connection with the State Library and 
under the direction of the State Librarian, a Legis- 
lative Reference Department. The object of said 
department shall be to gather and make available 
such information as shall aid the members of the 
Legislature and the several State Departments in 
the discharge of their duties and to serve such other 
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citizens as may desire to consult same. Said de- 
partment shall collect, arrange, classify and index 
books, pamphlets and other material relating to leg- 
islation; shall prepare abstracts of laws of other 
States and countries, and shall make such indexes of 
the legislative and administrative records of this 
State, both current and past, as to make access and 
reference thereto easy and sure. 

'*Be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said. That to carry out the provisions of this Act, 
the State Librarian be hereby authorized and em- 
powered to designate the second assistant Librarian, 
who shall be known as Legislative Reference Li- 
brarian, to have charge of the work of said depart- 
ment, and to perform such other duties in connec- 
tion with the general work of the State Library as 
the State Librarian may direct. The salary of said 
assistant shall be $200.00 per year, payable quar- 
terly, in addition to the $1,000.00 per year now pro- 
vided for the second assistant Librarian. 

' * Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid. 
That the sum of $1,650 is hereby appropriated for 
the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this 
Act for the remainder of the year 1914 and the 
year 1915. '* 

Organization of the work thus provided for and 
the cataloging of the special material assembled in 
the section of the Library set aside for the purpose 
have progressed satisfactorily. 

Great care has been exercised in the selection of 
this special collection, having an eye single to ren- 
dering the best service in the quickest way. Library 
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of Congress methods of classification and cataloging 
liave been adopted. 

Here we have brought together all available ab- 
stracts of laws passed by the different States and 
^pnntries, special laws obtainable in pamphlet form, 
reports of proceedings of Constitutional Conven- 
tions, together with all reports of committees, com- 
missions, bureaus, and departments throughout the 
<iountry dealing with vital questions of legislation. 

Subscription has been made to the Public Affairs 
Information Service which has already proved ex- 
<ceedingly useful. The weekly bulletins received 
from this source are examined and clipped by the 
Legislative Eeference Librarian: the items- are 
mounted and filed by subject in the card index. 

The most important work accomplished has been 
the analyzing and cataloging of all the official pub- 
lications of the State of Georgia, for example, every- 
thing that this Library possesses on the Western & 
Atlantic Railroad has been carefully examined and 
indexed with the result that all such material is 
readily available for use. This is news that will be 
most welcome to Legislators, officers of the State 
•Government, and to the public. 

Letters have been written to the members of the 
incoming General Assembly calling their attention 
to the fact that the State Library is in position to 
serve them in matters of reference and investiga- 
tion either prior to or during the session. 

It is our purpose to keep a daily record of 
all bills introduced in our Legislature, so that the 
status of every bill may be known at any time. This 
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will be done by means of a card, designed for the 
purpose, and filed according to the subject of the 
bill. 

In addition to such daily records it is important 
that we have for filing copies of the bills themselves.. 
In this regard I hope that we will be able to follow 
the precedent established in other States of having^ 
a resolution introduced in each branch of the Gen- 
eral Assembly which will provide that a copy of 
every bill and amendment be furnished the State 
Librarian.

Sir: Herewith I beg to submit my ninth annual 
report giving an account of the State Library for its 
eighty-fifth year. 

Definite progress has been made in all branches 
of the work, each of which shows decided growth. 

The increase over previous years in the legislative 
appropriation of 1916 for the purchase of books for 
the Supreme Court Library and State Library has 
fortunately admitted of the purchase of some very 
desirable works which otherwise would have been 
unobtainable. 

The office of Attorney-General has also benefitted, 
as the increased appropriation to the Library be- 
came the means of placing in said office two copies 
of Park's Annotated Code of Georgia and one copy 
of Cyc with Corpus Juris continuations. 

The Legislative Reference Department has ex- 
panded and developed like a growing plant. The 
Legislative Reference Librarian has some very ex- 
cellent work to her credit for the year, as is shown 
further on in this report. 

The Shipping Department has performed a heavy 

year's work, more money having been reported to 

the State Treasurer as the result of sales during the 

year 1916 than in any previous year in its history, 

u. not excepting the Code year of 1911. 

<5 The main cause of the great increase in the 

amount of sales was the destruction by fire of the 
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splendid law libraries of Augusta when the terrible 
conflagration of March 22, 1916, swept that fair city.

BEPOBTS. 

At the last session of the Legislature a law was 
passed which materially reduces the size of editions 
when volumes are reprinted from electrotype plates. 
This was done in accordance with recommendations 
made by the State Librarian for reasons assigned 
and will result advantageously, especially as a means 
of saving storage space. 



As amended the law provides that ^^two hundred 
(200) copies shall be struck off when the volume is 
reprinted for the first time, and one hundred (100) 
copies in all subsequent reprints of said volume." 

The foregoing provision will n6t fail to work out 
satisfactorily with the provisions of the new con- 
tract under which Georgia Reports and Georgia Ap- 
peals Reports are now printed. The stipulation con- 
tained in said contract to the effect that the entire 
edition of 2,000 books is not to be bound and deliv- 
ered at one time, but that delivery is to be made in 
three lots of 1,000 and 500 respectively as demanded 
within a specified time, not only alleviates further 
congestion in the matter of storage space but simpli- 
fies the problem as to the relative number desirable 
to have bound in sheep, and in buckram. 

The following numbers of Georgia Reports have 
been issued during the year : 144, 145.

Distribution of Laws and Journals was promptly 
made in accordance with the law.

EXTRA JANITOB SEBVIOE NEEDED. 

The State Library, extending as it does the entire 
length of the building from east to west and up two 
full stories with three good sized rooms above, has 
more floor space than any other department in the 
Capitol. 

In addition to the obvious duty of the porter to 
keep this entire space clean and the books properly 
placed on the shelves, the Library porter has to care 
for three large storage rooms in the basement con- 
taining at the present time over one hundred thou- 
sand volumes. From this stock daily shipments are 
made, and to this stock is added each year some 
thirty thousand volumes, deliveries being made by 
the State printer to the State Librarian as required 
by law. 

In the last six years, the State Librarian has dis- 
tributed 110,477 volumes, making an annual average 
of 18,412 books. 

In view of the large amount of shipping, which 
necessarily occupies almost the entire time of the 
porter, I urgently recommend that an additional 
porter be assigned to the State Library, whose duty 
it shall be to keep the books and the Library clean. 

LEGISLATIVE BEFEBENCE DEPABTBIENT. 

The Legislative Reference Librarian reports as 
follows : 

During the year 1916, the several branches of serv- 
ice, initiated by the Department during the first 
year of its work, were regularly carried forward 
and considerably developed. 



Itegislative Bill Index. 

The index to legislative bills which had been kept 
currently with each session was expanded and the 
indexing was carried backward to cover all bills for 
the past seven sessions. This file has proven very 
serviceable and will be continued. 

Newspaper Index. 

An index to items of State interest in the Atlanta 
Constitution was begun and is regularly continued. 
This paper was chosen because it is the only news- 
paper that the State owns almost in its entirety, and 
the plan is, as opportunity ofifers and time allows, to 
index, not only the current issues, but to make a like 
record of all numbers from the date of the earliest 
copy in the Library. 

This should prove one of the most valuable records 
in the State and, indeed, it has already met many an 
urgent need, because there is matter relating to the 
public afifairs of the State and to incidents and hap- 
penings of historical importance that is published 
therein and that is entirely lost without such a guide. 

It renders available for reference such informa- 
tion as data regarding the State Democratic Conven- 
tion, primaries, governors' proclamations and re- 
ports of conventions and conferences of semi-official 
character, together with interviews from public men 
and communications from private citizens, none of 
which can be elsewhere obtained without the loss of 
much time and pains. 

Federal and State Documents. 

The collections of documents in this Library form 
the chief sources of information for the Department. 
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The classifying, listing and marking of the docu- 
ments of thirty States and Territories, covering some 
fifty thousand items, which has been accomplished, 
constitutes the largest single piece of work yet un- 
dertaken in the Library. The same treatment will 
be accorded the documents of the remaining States 
and the work thereon will be carried forward as 
rapidly as possible. Thus more than a hundred thou-^ 
sand docimients which have formed nothing more 
than an unwieldy mass of paper and ink up to the 
present time will offer an enormous reservoir upon 
which to draw in research and reference work. 

Much work has been done also in the United States 
Documents Division. All departmental publications 
therein have been classified and arranged according 
to the scheme devised by the Superintendent of Doc- 
uments for his Library in Washington, which system 
has been adopted by numbers of the leading State 
Libraries of the country. Said documents, there- 
fore, are now more readily available and more easily 
used than ever before. 

Purchases. 

Although the Department draws chiefly upon doc- 
umentary material in its work our needs call for a 
few general works besides.

Service. 

It has been gratifying to observe that both the 
members of the Legislature and State officials have 
called upon the Department with greatly increasing 
frequency to compile data or to furnish works upon 
some given subject of investigation. 

There will be a continuation of the policy that 
aims at the widest possible service under the present 
limitations. 

More people have enjoyed benefit from the State 
Library this year than ever before. 

It is my hope and belief that the same liberality 
which has in recent years characterized the Legisla- 
ture 's treatment of the State Library will some day 
authorize the addition to the Library of general 
classes of literature, together with more generous 
concessions to readers in the use of books, to the end 
that the State Library may become in truth a library 
for the State, serving all its citizens.

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STATE UBBABT LAWS. 

Sec. 1283. Public Baildiiigs. The State owns the 
library at the Capitol. 

Sec. 1246. State's revenue. The sources from 
which the State does or may derive revenue other 
than by taxation, are as follows : 

10. Fees which the secretaries of the Governor, 
the secretary of State, the treasurer, the comp- 
troller-general, and librarian may receive for 
official duties. 

Sec. 1248. Fees to be paid to treasurer. The 
fees which officers are allowed to charge and which, 
when collected, must be paid to the treasurer, are 
as follows: 

6. Those by the librarian. 
Certifying to the existence or contents of any 
manuscript, map or other document in- 
trusted to his keeping $1.00 

Furnishing copies of his catalogue of books .50 

Sec. 172. State librarian, his appointment and 
term. The Governor shall present, for confirmation 
by the Senate, some fit and competent person to 
serve as State librarian, whose term of office shall 
be four years, and imtil his successor shall have 
been chosen and confirmed in like manner. 

Acts 1880-1, p. 69. 

Sec. 2167. Females. Females are not entitled to 
the privilege of the elective franchise, nor can they 
hold any civil office, or perform any civil functions, 
unless specially authorized by law * * * Provided, 
nothing contained herein shall prevent a woman, a 
resident of the State four years, and who has at- 
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tained the age of twenty-one years, from being eli- 
gible to the position or office of State librarian by 
appointment of the Governor, under the provisions 
of force regulating appointment by the Governor

Sec. 173. Salary of librarian and assistant. The 
salary of the State librarian shall be eighteen hun- 
dred dollars per annum, and the salary of the as- 
sistant librarian twelve hundred dollars per annum.

Sec. 174. Second assistant librarian. The li- 
brarian is authorized to employ a second assistant 
librarian, and the compensation of said second as- 
sistant shall be at the rate of one thousand dollars 
per annum, to be paid quarterly, as other salaries 
are paid.

Sec. 175. Must give bond. The librarian must 
give a bond in the sum of two thousand dollars, with 
good security, payable to the Governor and his suc- 
cessors in office, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of his duty as State Librarian. 

Act 1847, Cobb, 1037. 

Sec. 176. Must keep library. The library be- 
longing to this State, with such additions as may be 
hereafter made from any quarter, together with all 
copies of the laws, journals or other books pub- 
lished or purchased by the State, shall be kept in ap- 
propriate apartments at the capitol building, desig- 
nated by the Governor, under such rules and regula- 
tions as he may from time to time prescribe. 

Acts 1851-2, p. 17. 
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Sec. 177. For inspection. It is the librarian '& 
business to prescribe, keep in order, and protect said 
library, to keep the same open for the inspection of 
all citizens of the State, and to discharge such other 
duties in connection with the library as may be re- 
quired of him by law or the Governor of the State. 

Sec. 178. Distribute laws, etc. The distribution 
of the laws and journals, reports of the Supreme 
Court decisions, laws of the United States, and all 
other books required to be distributed to. the several 
counties of the State or to be sent to other States, 
shall be made by the librarian, under the direction 
of the Governor, in pursuance of the provisions of 
the law in respect thereto. He shall mail the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court, as follows : One copy 
of each to the judges of the Supreme and superior 
courts, the clerk of the Supreme Court, the clerks 
of the superior courts, and the ordinaries of this 
State. The remaining copies he shall keep in the 
State library for use, and for exchange, as required 
in this Code.

Sec. 179. Must take and file receipts. It is his 
duty to receive from the State printer the laws and 
journals, and, when distribution is made to the va- 
rious counties, to take from the clerks of courts, or 
other distributees, their receipts therefor; likewise 
all other books required to be distributed. He must 
receive and take receipts on the distribution, and 
keep in his office a file of such receipts. 

Sec. 180. Keep a catalogue. He shall make out 
and keep on hand a catalogue of all the books in the 
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library — to be amended without unnecessary delay 
from time to time, as he may obtain new books or 
dispose of old ones — ^which shall be printed and kept 
in his office in two or more conspicuous places. 

Sec. 181. Certain reports to be filed with libra- 
rian. The Governor, comptroller-general, treas- 
urer, and all other officers who are, or may be, re- 
quired to make Reports to the General Assembly, 
shall furnish the State librarian with at least ten 
copies each of said Reports, and he shall have the 
same bound and preserved in the Library for pub- 
lic use. 

Sec. 182. Proceeds from Supreme Court reports. 
The money arising from the sale of Supreme Court 
reports is appropriated for the purpose of making 
a permanent fund for purchasing and binding books 
for the State library.

Sec. 183. Exchange reports with other States. 
He must correspond with the proper authorities of 
other States who publish the reports of their highest 
appellate tribunal, with a view to exchange their 
for our Supreme Court reports. 

Sec. 184. Sale of reports. The Governor shall 
ascertain the cost to the State, per volume, of the 
whole edition of any given volume of the reports 
published, which shall in no case be less than one 
thousand copies, ancj notify the State librarian of 
the cost per volume; and the State librarian shall 
sell to the public, for cash only, the portion of the 
Reports allotted for that purpose, at the actual cost 
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to the State, and deposit each day the money thus 
received into the State treasury before the expira- 
tion of the business hours of that department. Un- 
til six months from the issuance of any volume, the 
librarian shall sell only one copy thereof to the 
same purchaser. After the expiration of such 
period, the librarian, under the direction of the 
judges of the Supreme Court, may exchange such 
copies as are not likely to be sold, for reports of 
the highest courts of other States, or such other law- 
books as said judges may select, and upon such 
terms as they may direct.

The 
State librarian is authorized and directed to repub- 
lish with annotations, under the same restrictions

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the earlier Georgia Eeports, together with Charl- 
ton's and Dudley's Reports and Georgia Decisions, 
where the copyright has expired, beginning with vol; 
ume 1 and continuing consecutively, to be paid for 
out of the money received by him from the sale of 
Georgia Eeports, together with said Charlton's and 
Dudley's Reports and Georgia Decisions; provided, 
that only such volumes be republished during any 
one year as may be paid for out of the said money 
received during the year. That the librarian in his 
discretion sh^l continue said publication of such 
Reports whenever the copyrights may hereafter ex- 
pire ; provided, that all of said Reports shall be sold 
at actual cost, to the State, of publication ; provided 
that said reprinted reports shall not be sold for 
more than one dollar and eighty-five cents per vol- 
ume.

Sec. 187 (a). Legislative Reference Department 
established. Purpose. There shall be established 
and conducted in connection with the State library 
under the direction of the State librarian a legisla- 
tive reference department. The object of said de- 
partment shall be to gather and to make available 
such information as shall aid the members of the leg- 
islature and the several State departments in the dis- 
charge of their duties and to serve such other cit- 
izens as may desire to consult same.

Any 
city in the State may, through its properly consti- 
tuted municipal authorities, raise by taxation, from 
year to year, and permanently appropriate money 
for the purpose of establishing or erecting or main- 
taining a public library, or assisting in maintaining 
a public library. Any such sum or sums of money 
so appropriated shall be expended by and under the 
direction of the board of trustees of such public 
library elected by the city council of said city.

Sec. 1567. Disbursements, how made. In any 
city in which an appropriation shall be made under 
or by virtue of the authority conferred by this Ar- 
ticle, the money so appropriated shall be drawn from 
the treasury of said city on the warrant of said 
board of trustees of such public library elected by 
the city council of said city, and shall be paid out 
from time to time in the payment of salaries, pur- 
chase of books, and other necessary expenses of said 
library, and an itemized statement of the amounts so 
paid out shall be made annually to the mayor of said 
city, and by him submitted to the properly consti- 
tuted authorities of said city.

some officer or officers to perform the duties of libra- 
rian or assistant librarian, and shall appoint and 
discharge the said officer or officers at pleasure.

Library and other literary, charitable or social or- 
ganizations, which have no capital stock, and are not 
organized for individual pecuniary gain, may be in- 
corporated under the provisions of this Code, all of 
whose provisions are hereby made applicable to the 
organizations aforesaid.

Sec. 2839. Validity of contract. All contracts 
made with the said corporations, or all deposits of 
title made for the purpose of securing to the said 
corporations moneys held and owned by them, shall 
be legal and valid, and payment may be enforced in 
the same manner and in the same way as if done by 
a private individual. 

TAXATION AND EXEIilPTIONS. 

Sec. 6554. Exemptions. The General Assembly 
may, by law, exempt from taxation all public prop- 
erty; places of religious worship or burial; all in- 
stitutions of purely public charity; all buildings 
erected for and used as a college, incorporated acad- 
emy, or other seminary of learning ; the real and per- 
sonal estate of any public library, and that of any 
other literary association, used by or connected with 
such library.

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REPORT 



The report which follows is the tenth which it has 
been my privilege to make and presents a brief sum- 
mary of the transactions, condition, activities and 
aspirations of the Georgia State Library in the 
eighty-sixth year of its existence. 

In attempting to convey some idea of the progress 
and development which have ensued I invite a glance 
backward to the year 1831, which witnessed the sim- 
ple beginning of our State Library in a group of 
books (mostly law) which gradually accumulated 
from *' natural causes'' at the seat of government, 
together with consideration of the fact that in those 
days and for many days thereafter a mere collec- 
tion of books constituted a library, while a mere 
custodian was called a librarian. 

The past decade has witnessed a revolution in the 
idea of what goes to make a library and a librarian, 
and it is this chstnge that has been significant of 
^roigress. 

We have learned that it is not the number of 
volumes on the shelves or the number of inquiries 
received during a year that is a test of a library, 
but rather the degree of expert aid it gives to in- 
vestigators as well as the permanent value of the 
material it acquires. 

We have learned that there must be an analysis 
of the printed page and a practical working knowl- 
edge of indexes, digests, bibliographies and all the 
short-cuts and first-aids of the profession if we 
would keep the pace set by the best libraries of the 
country. ***^ 

The services of the Library have been freely put 
at the disposal of the TJ. S. Government for pur- 



poses of education and publicity in its prosecution 
of the war. 

Posters for the bond issues, the food administra- 
tion, and numerous other patriotic undertakings 
have been displayed; publicity material has been 
sent with our official shipments into every county 
in the State, thus reaching ja great number of peo- 
ple- 

Most careful attention has been given every -in- 
quiry, and up-to-the-minute collections of army and 
navy regulations, war narratives and propaganda 
material have been kept constantly in a prominent 
place in the room. 

Each department of the State Library and every 
phase of the work has progressed as never before. 
Indeed I think I may say that the Library has en- 
joyed the most satisfactory and enlightened year of 
its existence.

INVENTORY. 

A complete and careful count has been made of 
the State's entire stock of Georgia Reports and 
Georgia Appeals Reports. By means of a system 
of bins built in our storage rooms in the basement 
the edition of each volume is stored in numerical 
order. 

The inventory which required several weeks to 
complete, was made with the utmost attention to 
accuracy by the actual handling and counting of 
every book by the Assistant State Librarian. 

The result thereof as existing December 31, 1917, 
is shown by the tables appended to this report. 

REPORTS. 

The State published in 1917 the following vol- 
umes of reports: 146 Georgia, 18 and 19 Georgia 
Appeals. 

Reprinted from plates owned by the State were 
volumes 67, 138, 139 Georgia Supreme Court Re- 
ports, and 9 Georgia Appeals Reports. 

Under a resolution passed at the last session of 
the General Assembly a contract was entered into 
between the State of Georgia and the Harrison 
Company authorizing the purchase by the State 
from said company of 250 copies each, at $2.00 per 



copy, of certain Georgia Eeports known as Michie 
Eeprints. 

In accordance with the provisions of said contract 
the following volumes were delivered to the State 
Librarian: 40, 55. 

LAWS. 

Laws and Journals of the regular session were de- 
livered in November, 1917, and shipped as ordered 
in the Code. 

The laws passed at the Extraordinary session, 
March 20-28, were delivered in April, 1917. These 
laws, chief of which was the prohibition measure, 
were embraced in a small pamphlet of twenty-eight 
pages and were distributed by mail. 

The Journals of the Extraordinary session were 
bound in one volume and were handled in the usual 
manner. 

GOBER'S FORM BOOK. 

An Act approved August 19, 1916, provides that 
Gober's Georgia Form Book shall be delivered to 
the State Librarian by the publisher in sufficient 
numbers to supply same to certain public officers of 
the State. By contract the number was fixed at 4,- 
000. The Act further provides that said Form Book 
shall be paid for by the State not in money, but in 
trade of the State's publications. 

Distribution of the Book was promptly made, and 
all the requirements of the Act have been complied 
with. 

PARK'S ANNOTATED CODE OF GEORGIA. 

I respectfully suggest your consideration of a fea- 
ture of a law passed by the present Legislature at 
the session of 1917 which authorizes the Governor 
of Georgia to contract mth the publisher of Park's 
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Annotated Code and Supplement for the purpose of 
effecting an exchange of 500 sets of said Code and 
Supplement at a value of 20% less than the market 
price, and deliver to him in return as the Staters 
part of the exchange, ' ' any publication of the State, 
published or to be published, including current re- 
ports of the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals at 
current prices less 20%." It is to this latter part 
of the provision that I invite your attention ; namely, 
that the State will be giving her current reports as 
issued at 20% discount from the regular price, which 
is fixed on each volume at the actual cost of print- 
ing and binding. 

A book published by a commercial publishing 
house may be sold at a liberal discount and still net 
the publisher a profit, whereas the State in allowing 
a discount off the cost of production of her publica- 
tions suffers an actual loss in dollars and cents. 

The transaction herein referred to involves the 
sum of $29,400.00, based on 500 sets of the Code and 
Supplement at $58.80, to be traded out in Reports, 
L^ws, etc. 

I trust that I shall not appear presumptions when 
I recommend that in future money received on the 
sale of books be not diverted into other channels, 
but deposited by your State Librarian in the regu- 
lar way in the State Treasury and appropriated out 
of the Treasury for such purposes as the Legisla- * 
ture in its wisdom may deem proper. 

ACCESSIONS. 

The number of books added during the year by 
means of purchase, exchange and gift is 1,666, which 
brings the total number of volumes in the Library 
to 70,358.

LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The several activities of the Legislative Refer- 
ence Department, the legislative bill index, the news- 
paper index and the routine reference work, have 
been regularly carried on and there has come to be 
a steady demand for information available only 
through these sources. 

Many books and pamphlets were loaned to mem- 
bers during and prior to the regular session, and in- 
formation was furnished on such subjects as absent 
voting, age of consent, budget systems, campaign ex- 
penses, employment agencies, - fee system, good 
roads, home guard, primaries, rural credits, voca- 
tional education and others. 

It is gratifying to note that the character of the 
work performed by this department has come to be 
much appreciated and is used more and more each 
year. 

The collection is kept free of dead matter by an 
annual ' ' weeding out, ' ' since the very nature of such 
a collection demands that it contain only subjects 
of immediate interest and timeliness. 

Bearing in mind that a State library is a reference 
library for the use of all the citizens of the State, an 
effort is made to extend its helpful service to .many 
people. 

On subjects of timely interest, debating material 
was furnished to a number of colleges and high 
schools in different parts of the State. 

Women's clubs and other groups organized for 
study, some of them in remote parts of the State, 
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have been aided in their undertaking of such sub- 
jects as, organizations and functions of State legis- 
latures, theory of relation of state to nation, county 
government, conservation of natural resources.

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LIBRARY EXTENSION. 

I desire to direct attention to a Bill of consider- 
able importance now pending in the House, which, 
if enacted into law, will affect the library interests 
of the entire State. 

The Bill referred to was introduced at the instiga- 
tion of the State Library Commission of Georgia 
and is conunendable in its provisions, the most 
popular of which is perhaps the ^ traveling 
libraries ' ' feature. 

In the States of California, New Hampshire, New 
York, Virginia, all library extension work of the 
State is performed through the State Library. In 
Michigan and in Tennessee the ' ' traveling libraries ' ' 
par+ of the work is conducted by the State Library. 
In the remaining States a Library Commission or 
some other State-created agency carries on this class 
of library work. 

In Georgia the State Librarian is the only officer 
on the payroll of the State with any power what- 
ever to serve the people of the State in a library 
sense. 

The Library Commission, created in 1897 without 
any appropriation whatever, has done remarkable 
work considering that it has operated entirely with- 
out funds. 

For the purpose of closely correlating the State 
work and for economy of administration, I recom- 
mend, therefore, that the law contemplated in this 
connection carry the provision* that the State 
Librarian shall be made an officer ex-officio or a 
member ex-officio of the State Library Commission. 

This recommendation is made by me as a present 
member of the State Library Commission as well 
as State Librarian. 

I feel sure that the future will testify to the wis- 
dom of this recommendation, and as proof thereof, 
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I submit the following list of States in which the 
State Librarian is ex-officio Chairman or Secretary 
of the Commission: Delaware, Illinois, Kansas, 
Maine, Ohio, Oregon, South Dakota, Texas, Wash- 
ington. 

In the following States the State Librarian be- 
comes a member ex-officio of the Conamission : Iowa, 
Maryland, Michigan, Nebraska, North Carolina,
